Thanks for the kind comments about the Bar Hill News which 
ALL of you felt should be the major role of the Residents' 
Association, with many saying they would willingly pay 
more to ensure it is published. In fact, one senior citizen ‘put 
his money where his mouth is’ and sent a contribution. Thank 
you. 

Next on the list were the Village Féte and Welcome Packs 
for new residents, with support from 83% of respondents. 
This latter would be a new area for us and we will discuss it 
at the next meeting after the Féte. 

Three quarters of you feel that the Bonfire Night display is 
a good idea, and also that /nformation Evenings for residents 
are necessary, and we will try to make sure that all issues of 
importance to you are covered - so long as you keep us 
informed of matters of concern. 

About two thirds of residents felt that support for other 
Village organisations was a good idea, but only one third sup- 
ported Street Introductions, so this idea will not be pursued. 

The Bar Hill News was overwhelmingly praised - with 


97% saying it was good or excellent. Thank you. Comments 
for improvement highlighted delivery time, design and a 
request for an adult/childrens' puzzle page. I would like to 
suggest that anyone who has ideas, comments or skills to help 
us implement these improvements either gets in touch with a 
committee member or comes along to the next meeting. 
Everyone concemed is a volunteer, and in our busy lives, 
would welcome constructive help.

The summer Px 7] 
months are a good 
time to look for drag- 
onflies and damselflies (smaller and more slender 
bodied than dragonflies) with over 40 species 
occurring in Britain. They are among the world's 
most ancient inhabitants. Insects very similar to 
today's dragonflies were present over 300 million 
years ago. 

It is the brightly coloured, winged adults that 
most people know. They are usually seen hunting 
small insects or defending territories on ponds and 
rivers during the summer months. This is only a 
small proportion of the lifecycle and lasts only a 
few weeks. Most of their lifecycle is spent in the 
aquatic larval stage. 

Their traditional wetland habitat has been slowly 
disappearing through drainage and pollution, which 
caused the decline of certain species. However, a 
recent survey of dragonflies suggests that the gar- 
den pond is now one of the most important habitats 
for them.

Hi again, 

Summer is here, and about 
time too. Everything is alive 
and kicking. At the reserve 
birds are nesting and raising 
young. Some are still nest building and some are 
still going through the throes of ‘getting together’, 
say no more. 

I was at the pond recently with my friend and 
contact from the Wildlife Trust, Alison. She came 
over to watch the dragonflies and damselflies 
hatching. If you get time - no! - make time! to go 
and see this for yourselves, it is spectacular. After 
spending up to three years moving around the bot- 
tom of the pond, early one moming they crawl up 
the stems of the flag iris until they are above the 
waterline, get a good grip and then proceed to split 
their skin behind the head. 

They then spend a little time climbing out of 
their own skin. Once outside, a new grip is taken 
and they then start the process of hardening their 
new skin and 'pumping' up their new wings, which 
take an hour or two to harden. Then away they go 
into the wild blue yonder! So graceful and acrobat- 
ic for something so small and delicate. A joy of 
summer. 

Which brings me to the new cycle path, which in 
my opinion is a brilliant and much needed facility. 
That area has been well used, but is now a lot safer 
and easier, summer or winter. The gravel was ‘quar- 
ried' from Somersham and mixed with a polymer in 
a machine before being quickly deposited where 
required and rolled flat, before setting. This is a 
prototype in the country and will be monitored to 
see how it wears.
